THE DECLARED PROTESTANT ATTITUDE 

| Lest we be unfair to the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America, we would like to indicate at the outset 
that this Body did not, as extreme critics represent, actually 
wissnin’ linia. advocate and encourage Birth Control as a 
cil’s Mistakes eral practice. Of course, they did this by 
implication when they declared the “use of 
| contraceptives valid and moral.” Its Committee on Marriage 
and Home took a survey of the mental attitude and habits of 
the American people, of the hardships and risks often endured 
by mothers through childbirth, of the burdens and incon- 
veniences which large families impose on the breadwinner, 
etc., and then expressed the opinion that contraceptive mea- 
sures might be tolerated, and even recommended for the 

prevention of these afflictions. 

The several mistakes made by the representatives of most 
of the denominations were: 

(1) That moral principles might be sacrificed for the 
sake of temporal benefits; 

(2). That, despite the acknowledgment on the part of 
the Federal Council that “it is known that opinion in the 
churches of the United States is divided, as is also the medical 
profession,” it pretended to speak for “THE Church”; 

(3) That, despite the further acknowledgment that 
“serious evils, such as extra-marital sex relations may be in- 
creased by general knowledge of contraceptives”, it ventured 
its recommendations. 

Those who signed the majority report agreed “if the sex 
impulse and the use of contraceptives are to be kept under 
moral control, the Church and society, including parents, must 
give greater attention to the education and character-building 
of youth, and to the cantinued education of adult opinion.” 
But is this improved situation likely to eventuate? All the 
signs of the times point in the opposite direction, as anyone 
who runs may read in the monthly magazines, in the cinema 
productions, in the utterances of those who, as college and 
university professors, are guiding the representative youths 
of our land. 

The minority report is pretty much in keeping with the 
Catholic Church’s attitude, and these two groups combined 
outnumber greatly the membership of the twenty odd denom- 
inations, for which alone the Feberal Council had a right to 
speak. This minority report is embodied in the following 
paragraphs: 


“The method of abstinence is there- 
fore to be used to meet conditions and 
situations in which otherwise contra- 
ceptives would be necessary.

Protestant Sects 


Show Decline In 
Census Of 1930 


The decline of Protestantism in the 
United States is evidenced by the re- 
duction in the gains of church mem- 
bership during 1930. The net gain of 
all the chirches during the past year 
was only 88,350. 

For the first time in a century the 
Methodist Church showed a decline in 
membership, suffering a loss of 43,211. 
The Presbyterians fell off 22,763 and 
the Disciples of Christ 18,567, The 
Unitarians lost 4,994 members. 

During 1930 the Catholic Church 
recorded a gain of 17,526 and the Pro- 
testant Episcopal! of 16,532 members.

Martin IV. was born in the French 
Province of Touraine, His family 
As priest 
he was a canon of the church of St, 
Martin in Tours. King Louis LX. made 
him Chancellor of Franee. In the year 
1262 Pope Urban IV. created him a 
Cardinal. When the Holy Name Pope 
Gregory X. occupied the see of Peter 
he sent Cardinal Simon de Brie as 
papal legate to France to stem the 
abuses that had crept into the Church 
there, 

Six months after the death af 
Nicholas III. he was elected Pope at 
Viterbo, in the same palace where the 
conclave met which elected Gregory 
X., founder of the Haly Name Soctety, 
in 1270. He accepted the office relue- 
tantly. Because of French extraction 
he was not welcome at Rome so he 
went to Orvieta, Italy, where he was 
crowned.

BERLIN, GER.—It is estmiated 
that 2,500,000 persons, including 2,- 
000,000 Protestants, have ieedoned 
their church affiliations in Germany 
since the World War. Government 
figures are not available, but reliable

She has devoted two whole months 
out of every year to the practice of special devotion to Mary, 
- and she is truly happy that a Sunday of Mary’s month has 
been designated as Mother’s Day. She heartily approves of 
her children following the secular recommendation that chil- 
dren give their mother flowers, or sweetmeats, or some other 
gift on her day, while she urges them from the pulpit to offer 
a Holy Communion, the greatest of all gifts, containing the 
Giver of all gifts, for their mother.

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WOULD YOU SUPPORT A CATHOLIC DAILY? 


At frequent intervals the advisability of launching 
several powerful Catholic dailies in the United States is 
discussed, but always without much result, probably be- 
cause the undertaking would be too vast and expensive. But 
we can learn whether a good Catholic daily would be a suc- 
cess or a failure only by making a trial of it. 


The Daily Catholic Tribune, of Dubuque, has managed 
to live through more than a decade, while it has not had as 
strong support from the Catholic body as it should have. 


But Dubuque, lowa, is not situated the best for the 
over-night distribution of a Catholic paper throughout many 
states which have a large Catholic population. 


Huntington, Indiana, which many of our eastern read- 
ers may regard as remote, is in the hub of a small! wheel 
which would include all the large cities of the middle west. 
Mail sent out from Huntington would reach Chicago in less 
than four hours; Milwaukee in less than six hours; St. Louis 
in eight hours; Cincinnati in six; Cleveland in six: Detroit 
in five; Columbus in five; Toledo in four; Grand Rapids in 
five; Pittsburgh in ten; Louisville in seven. 

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has probably the most mod- 
ern printing plant of any Catholic publication in the United 
States, and would be in position to produce a Catholic daily 
as well as any other organization. But it would not care to 
make the venture unless it knew that it would have wide 
support.

| visits. First they went to the home 
of Elfracio, a poor little lad of four- 
teen years. A fail some years ago had 
affected his brain and reduced him to 
a pitiable condition. To add to his 
| misery a doctor in the beet fields had 
| prescribed medicine which caused him 
to lose his eye-sight. Death was but 
a few days distant. Catechists knelt 
|at his bedside to ask the Divine Phy- 
sician to ease his sufferings. Then, 
‘leaving some jelly and fruit for the 
| poor family,-they went on to the next 
home, where a mother begged them to 
look at her baby’s eyes, which were 
badly inflamed. 

Their next stop was at the home of 
‘an aged couple too infirm to work. 
Here they left a bag of warm cloth- 
ing. 

At a nearby adobe home they were 
| requested to look at a little lad’s leg. 
What a sight met their eyes! Corrup-

Magr. Behr'’s Elevation Historical 


In the appointment of Megr, Urban 
J. Vehr as Bishop of Denver, history 
repeats itself. Monsignor Vehr be- 
comes the fourth head of a See the 
first Bishop of which was the Rt. Rev. 
Joseph Machebeuf, who was also a 
priest of the Archdiocese of Cincin- 
nati. The Bishop left Cincinnati in 
1850 with the Rt. Rev, John B. Lamy, 
whose consecration as Vicar Apostolic 
of Santa Fe had just taken place in 
St. Peter's Cathedral in the Ohio city, 

Monsignor Vehr was born in Cin- 
cinnati, May 30, 1801. He was reared 


in Holy Family parish, where the fam- | 


ily resided for many years and where 
both of his parenta died. Four broth. 
ers of the Bishop-elect now reside in 
Cincinnati, 


After having attended St. Gregory 
Preparatory Seminary and St. Xavier 
College (now Xavier University), both 
in Cincinnati, Monsignor Vehr made 
his theological studies at Mt. St, 
Mary's Seminary of the West, Fol- 
lowing his ordination on May 29, 
1915, he became assistant pastor at 
Holy Trinity church, Middletown, O. 
Father Vehr’s next office was that of 
chaplain and professor at St. Joseph 
Motherhouse, Mt. St. Joseph, Delhi, 
to which he was named on September 
8, 1921. 

He was appointed assistant super- 
intendent of parochial schools of the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati on August 
20, 1922, and later attended the Cath- 
oliec University of America in Wash- 
ington, D, C., from which he received 
the degree Master of Arts. Follow- 
ing his return to Cincinnati] he was 
appointed superintendent of parochial 
schools of the archdiocese. In his 
pursuit of higher studies, Father 
Vehr also attended the University of 
Notre Dame. 

Father Vehr was named Rector of 
St. Gregory Preparatory Seminary in 
1926, and on July 20, 1927, His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XI honored him with 
appointment as Domestic Prelate with 
the title of Right Reverend Monsig- 
nor. Monsignor Vehr attended the 
College of the Angelico, in Rome, for 
one year, . 

In June, 1929, Monsignor Vehr suc- 
ceeded Magr. Louis J, Nau as Rector 
of Mt. St. Mary's Seminary of the 
Weat.
